HOAN ASKS AID 


IN TAX FIGHT 


Urges Mayor Kittleson to 


Fight Passage of 


Auto Bill 


By DEWEY DUNNE 


A letter, urging him to use his 


influence to prevent the passage of 
the new automobile.tax bill, now be- 
fore the legislature, which will take 
away from Wisconsin cities reve- 
nues heretofore . collected 
in 
the 


form of tax on auto owners 
and 


use it for state highway improve- 
ment, was received Friday morning 
by Mayor I. M. Kittieson from May- 
or Daarel W. Hoan of Milwaukee. 
Mayor Hoan says "the entire prop- 
osition is an outrage," and declares 
that the city of Milwaukee will lose 
$250,000 to ?300,000 a year and that 
'•'half of the cities of the state are 
in the same boat." 


City and state officials in Madi- 


son, however, say that Mayor Hoan 
does not fully understand the pro- 
visions of the bill. 
Every city in 


the state will benefit by it, they say. 
At a conference at the mayor's of- 
fice Friday noon, City • Treasurer 
Carl Moe pointed out that despite 
the fact that the city will lose ap- 
proximately $45,000 in auto taxes, 
this amount will be partly offset by 
an increase in income taxes and part- 
ly by the provisions of the bill which 
says that cities will not be obliged 
to contribute to the upkeep of state 
highways, 'except through 
their 


county appropriations. 


The city will benefit to the extent 


of about six tenths of a mill, equiva- 
lent to about $48,000, by being ex- 
empted frqo) paying a direct state 
tax for highways. 
In addition to 


this, City Treasurer Moe estimates 
roughly that the city will realize 
about $15,000 more in additional in- 
come taxes, a total benefit of about 
$53,000. About -$45,000, the amount 
lost 
.through personal 
property 


taxes on automobiles, results in 
Madison realizing a net benefit of 
about $8,000.' This is from 
the 


standpoint of city government 


The taxpayer, on the other hand, 


will also benefit, except in a few 
cases lyhere be is the owner of an 
expensive automobile, and also has 
i. large income. In this case, 
he 


rill pay an automobile tax to the 
state, based on the valuation of his 
:ar, and will also lose the right, to 
lav his automobile tax offset his in- 
come tax. He will lose to some ex- 
:ent, and it was the intention of .the 
)il that he should pay the greater 
share of the money used for high- 
way improvement. 
The owner of 


the' cheaper car is generally a man 
without a large income and he gains 
ittle or nothing by the offset .privi- 
ege now, and by merit of the,city 
faining six tenth of a mill revenue, 
lis taxes will on the long run, be 
ower.

HERE were many developments today in the matter of 
the Matheson enforcement bill which was recently sent 


to the governor. The developments follow: 


1—Gov. Elaine sent a message to the legislator* asking 


that the legislature recall the Matheson bill for the purpose 
of making changes suggested by Gov. Elaine. 


2—By a vote of 33 to 31 the assembly voted that action 


be deferred until next Thursday on a resolution intrtjduced 
by Sachtjen to recall the bfll. The governor only hits until 
Tuesday to sign the bill. 


3—The senate decided to defer action on the message 


until the assembly had acted hut-adjourned before the assem- 
bly took action.

It is be- 
lieved that an agreement may he 
reached by which a new bill may be 
offored on Tuesday embodying many 
of the suggestions of the governor 
If this is done it may mean that the 
governor will sign the bill.

"The governor has until Tuesday 


to sign or veto this bill," said As- 
semblyman Dahl.

ment takes the position that .this 
day does not count. , This will give 
the governor until Tuesday to either 
sign or veto the measure.

are many friends of the governor 
who think he will sign the bill and 
will attach a memorandum asking 
the legislature to pass a new bill 
making the corrections he has sug- 
gested. .

ed the patient for 
years. Every 


physican 
will agree that such a 


chart will at least b« as valuable 
as the information' volunteered by 
the patient about his past, and in 
any case will supplement this infor- 
mation, 


"It is to 'be taken for granted that 


the contents of thece . charts must 
remain a matter of strictest confi- 
dence, and any physician divuiging 
it to an unauthorized person will 
render himself liable to punishment 
The card \t to go only from doctor 
to doctor and not to lawmen."

Thug, accord- 


ing to Boeder, the progress of sci- 
ence is assured.. The very fact of 
centralization of effort will make 
it possible to equip the central hos- 
pital in the best manner possible. 
to purchase medicines at the lowest 
figure, and'to furnish all sorts of 
apparatus; which the private physi- 
cian simply could not afford. 


Finally, says Roeder, under so- 


cialization we shall at last have a 
way of testing whether or not a 
core is permanent 
Too. .often a 


radium cure seems to have been ef- 
fective, and the- patient leaves his 
physician's care apparently hearty. 
He remunB to another city 
and 


nothing IMC* is heard of him, or 
his cor* proves to have been ef- 
foetiy*, and, instead of telling his 
physician he turns to another phy- 
sician and denounces .the former as 
a quack. The damage that society 
sustains by this lack of co-ordina- 
tion-of data is roost deplorable. 
Were medicine socialized, close tab 
would be kept on every patient, and 
even if he were to leave the dis- 
trict his health card would follow 
him.

Bin Jib. 16 A. known a» the 


Matheson prohibition bill, has 
been received by me, and I have 
analyzed its provisions in order 
to determine whether or not it 
is an efficient measure that will 
permit of an honest and effec- 
tive enforcement of the 
eigh- 


teenth amendment to the consti- 
tution of the United States. 
That constitutional amendment 
is as follows: 


"Section 1. After one year 


from the ratification of this ar- 
ticle the manufacture, sale, or 
transportation of 
intoxicating 
liquors within, the importation 
thereof from the United States 
and all territory subject to tho 
jurisdiction thereof for bevter- 
age purposes is hereby prohib* 
ited. 


"Section 2. Tho congress and 


the several states shall have 
concurrent power to enforce this 
article by appropriate legisla- 
tion." 


Tho liquor question no. long- 


er presents tho aspects of a 
"wet" or "dry", issue. The adop- 
tion of ths eighteenth amend- 
ment settled that Issue, and th« 
state has the concurrent power 
to enforce such amendment by 
appropriate legislation. 


Therefore, the only issue be- 


fore this legislature is whether 
there shall be a reasonable and 
efficient enforc^nent law. The 
legislative department 
cannot 


pass tile responsibility with re- 
spect to this question to those 
outside the legislature, for the 
reason that the sole responsibil- 
ity in making laws rests with 
the legislature. 


Those placed in the position of 


administering our laws cannot 
be expected to meet the hopes 
of those who believe in honest 
law enforcement, unless the 
proper machinery is 
provided 


for enforcement. By Article VI 
of the constitution of the Uni-

the "Constitution, and the law! 
of the United States which shall 
be made in pursuance thereof 
* * * shall be the supreme 
law of the land." It should be 
understood from the outset that 
congress has passed what is 
known as the Volstead Act, or 
the National 
Prohibition Act, 


and that such' legislation has 
been declared by the Supreme 
Court of the United States to 
be valid. 


Enforcement of any prohibi- 


tion law is difficult at the best, 
and said section 2 of the federal 
prohibition 
amendment 
was 
adopted with the expectation 
that uniformity of 
legislation 


respecting intoxicating liquors 
in the several states might ob- 
tain. 


As a sound public policy, and 


in conformity with the constitu- 
tion of the United States, tho 
state legislation respecting en- 
forcment should conform in all 
essential particulars to the Uni- 
ted State* law. 


Another sound rule is that 


every criminal law—and a pro- 
hibition enforcement law is a 
criminal law—should contain no 
ambiguities 
or 
uncertainties 
that will make enforcement dif- 


. ficult; and when it is a simple 
matter for a legislative body to 
correct and make plain the pro- 
visions of an enforcement law, 
that should be done. 


If I had the power to amend 


the bill, I 
would 
specifically 


make the act conform to the 
Volstead Act in all essential par- 
ticulars. 
Exercising the police 


power reserved to the state un- 
der the constitution, and f°r 
the general welfare, I 
would 


provide a penalty for drunken- 
ness and for unlawful purchase 
of liquor; I would make the 
provisions requiring a physi- 
cian's prescription where liquor 
is used as a medicine definite 
and certain and within the same 
terms of the United States law. 
While the Matheson bill does 
not prevent the 
manufacture, 


keeping for sale, or selling of 
flavoring extracts, 
mannfacr 


tared or sold for culinary or 
flavoring purposes only, it should 
specifically prohibit the manu- 
facture, keeping for sale, or sell- 
ing of flavoring extracts and 
syrups, which contain 
alcohol, 
that are fit for use as a bever- 
'age, or for intoxicating berer- 
age purposes, and should Spe- 
cifically authorize the prohibi- 
tion commissioner to formulate 
rules and regulations which will 
effectively prevent their sale for 
beverage purposes. 
I would 


further amend the bin to pro- 
vide for automatic revocation of 
a license or permit on the con- 
viction of a licensee, and I would 
provide for th« removal of all 
stalls, screens, • blinds, curtains, 
etr_, in permit or licensed places. 
It is a well-known fact that 
the federal-'government 
daily 


winks at the violation of the 
Volstead Act, for the 
reason 
that the federal enforcement of- 
ficers have found it utterly im- 
possible to enforce that act, so 
far 33 it prohibits the manu- 
facture of wine and beer for pri- 
vate and family u5*, and not for 
salo_ This failure on tho part 
of the federal government only 
invites disregard for law, and I 
ani advised by the attorney gen- 
eral that a like provision- is con- 
tained in the Matheson bill, and 
oncer his construction with that' 
provision, it is quite impossible 
of enforcement. 
It is a fact, acknowledgej "by 


those who most vigorously adro- 
cfcte the Matheson bill,' that it 
ctnnot be enforced against those 
wbo-maka wine and beer for 
home and family nse, and not 
intended for Kale; but if 
the 
manufacture of wine or beer in 
the home, for home use and not 
for sale, is to be nu>a> unlaw- 
ful, then provisions should bo 
made for it* enforcement, but 
no unreasonable invasion of>tfta 
home should be permitted. A 
law nnenforced, and incapable 
of enforcement, is destructive 
of government; it breeds dis- 
respect for law ind finally dis> 
respect for sovereignty. 
Legislation for tfie 
enforce- 


ment of prohibition should be 
enacted and tested by exactly 
the same standards as any other 
piece of legislation, and it is 
my suggestion to the legislature 
that this be done in the present 
case. 


The governor has no power to 


amend a bill presented to him; 
he can only approve or disap- 
prove it, or request its recall for 
amendment. Under the circum- 
stances that I havte described, I 
would fail in my duty and be 
recreant to the oath I Have tak- 
en, if I do not ask your honor- 
able bodies to recall Bill No. 
16 A. for the purpose of amend- 
ment and to make it conform to 
the suggestions I have made in 
the interest of proper law en- 
forcement, and partienlarly to 
make it uniform with the Unit- 
ed States law. 
I therefore request the adop- 


tion of a joint resolution asking 
for the recall of Bill No. 16 A. 
f or the purpose of amending the 
bill in accordance with my sug- 
gestions, and for such other 
amendments as the legislature 
in its wisdom believes win pro- 
mote the public welfare, within 
the limitations of the eighteenth 
amendment and the laws of the 
United States made in pursu- 
ance thereof..

CHAPTER 277. LAWS OF U2L 


AN ACT to amend sections 2, S, 11,14 


and 18 of chapter 551, lowi of 186C, 
as amended by chaptor 61, laws of 
1872, a* amended by chapter 74, laws 
of 1877, as amended by chapter 238, 
laws of 1833, as amended by chapter 
249, laws of 1897, relating to a union 
school district in tho village of Mon- 
roe, county of Green. 


Tho people of the state of Wisconsin, 


represented in senate and assembly, 
do enact as follows: 
Section 1. Section* 2, 8, 11, 14 and 
18 of chapter 651, laws of 1886, 113 
amended by chapter 81, laws of 1872; 
as amended by chapter 74, laws of 
1877, as amended by chapter 238, laws 
of 1883, as amended by chapter 249, 
laws of 1897, is 
amended to read: 


(Chapter 551, laws of 186S) Section 2. 
Said union district shall be a body 
corporate, and the said district and the 
legal voters thereof, at any legal meet- 
ing shall possess all the powers and 
privileges created by law to the com- 
mon school district^ and the lomil vot- 
ers thereof, in this state, and be sub- 
ject to nil restrictions imposed upon 
such districts and the legal voters 
thereof. • • • 


Section S. The annual school meet- 


ing of said union school district num- 
ber one, of the city, of Monroe, shall 
bo held on tho first Monday of Jnly, 
and if such Monday shall be a legal 
holiday, then on tho next succeeding 
Tuesday, in each year at some suita- 
ble place in said district, to be desig- 
nated by the board of education. The 
hoar'of such meeting shall bo seven 
THIETY o'clock in the afternoon. Tho 
president of the board of education 
shall act as president of the meeting, 
and the secretary of tho board of edu- 
cation shall act as secretary of tho 
meeting. 


Section 11. Tha superintendent of 


schools shall, under direction of the 
board of education have a general su- 
pervision of the public schools of the 
district, and the manner of conducting 
and grading them, and of the teachers. 
• • * The superintendent shall al- 
so, in connection with a committee 
of the board, and subject to confirma- 
tion by the board, dismiss them for 
incompetency or inattention to doty,

HOUSANDS of people throughout the country will undoubt- 
edly be Impressed by the unanimity with which the Borah 


disarmament resolution was passed in the U. S. senate the other 
day. 


Others, who are In the habit of looking below the surface, 


win estimate the action of the senate at its true value. 


When members of the U. S. senate who are owned by the 


steel trust and the big financial interests, vote for a resolution 
calling upon the president to call a disarmament congress there 
must be a colored gentleman in the woodpile somewhere.
